form, stands by thdt resolution, and in 
a speech delivered at the time of his 
recent visit to Nevada, so declared, 
Notwithstanding these facts, the Ko- 
publicans of this State and their Dem- 
ocratic allies say the Silvsr party i^ the 
creature of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and conducted in its interest. 


The Legislature of California in ]SOj 


adopted a resolution protesting against 
the passage of the Keilly Funding bill. 
This resolution, it seems, was merely 
for buncorne, as there ia no iccord of 
it in the statutes or reports of the Cali- 
fornia Legislature. 
That Legislature 


was Republican, and as the sentiment 
against the Funding bill was strong iu 
the State, it did not want to injaro the 
party by refusing to pass tho i esolu- 
tion, but it took good t-dre that it 
should not appear on the statutes or 
records of the Legislature. They gave 
out in the press that the resolution was 
adopted by both houses of the Legisla- 
ture, bnt when it is wanted by the op- 
ponents of tho Funding bill, no 41 ace 
of it can be found. 


This is the Republican method of 


dealing with resolutions that afiect 
corporations adversely. 
They make 


great pretenses for political purpaser, 
but take precautions to destroy all m • 
ords of the proceedings. They remind 
one of Lincoln's comments on the nc- 
tions of b general in the war: 
'-Great,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 —There waa an 


unusually full attendance on (he Re- 
publican .side of the chamber to-day, as 
Morrill, Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, had given notice of a.motion to 
take up the taiiff bill. Tho Deficiency 
Appropriation bill held its place as an- 
flnisbed business, and there was no 
disposition to displace it. 
Vest se- 


cured the adoption of a resolution nail- 
ing on the Secretary of Agriculture to 
repoit what recent changes had been 
uirulj iu the quarantine line iigitinst 
oat t la coming north from Texas. 


Vest explained th-it u recent publi- 


cation stated that tlio Secretary had 
irfsned u proclamation making radical 
ehiuiyas to the detriment of tho p-ii-tics 
in interest. 


1'pffer came fonvnrd with a lengthy 


resolution, proposing a Scni.te iuvasti- 
jatiop of the circumstances of all the 
recent bond issues. 
The resolution 


proposes a special committee of five 
UcriHtors and givea comprehensive di- 
rec'ions as to the fcopo of inquiry into 
the dealings with syndicates and the 
L'lfert of such dealings, and explicit in- 
formation as to tho purch'ieeis of 
bonds, rates and all attending circum- 
stances. 


Moirill asked that the resolution go 


to the Finance Committee, bnt it went 
over by the rules until to-morrow. 


Among the favorable reports pre- 


sented was one on Hale's bill making 
February 12 (Lincoln's birthday), a 
national holiday. 


In the debate on tho Free Silver sub- 


stitute for tho House Bond bill was 
resumed this morning. 
Underwood 


and Cox spoke in favor of concurrence 
in the Senate substitute, and Barnum 
in favor of the coinage of the American 
product. 


Cannon presented m the Senate a 


juint lesolution appropriating $75,000 
for the purpose of making a joint sar- 
vey together 
with 1-ngland of the 


boundary line between Alaska and 
British territory. The resolution was 
a-iopted.

JUDGE CHENEY'S LECTURE. 


The Third of the Series on tho Common 


taw 


Judge Cheney of the District Court 


delivered the third lecture and last of 
he series on the Common Law at the 
State University yesterday. 
Tho at- 


endance, as usual, was large, and the 
students, especially those of a logical 
urn of mind, took notes of the ad- 
diess 


The lecture was in the direction of 


showing that tho great political strug- 
lo of the ages has been between indi- 


vidual rights and the encroachments of 
government thereon, and that the 
rights of the citizen have beeu best pre- 
served in proportion as the intelligent 
citizens have taken an active interest 
and part in making, enforcing and ad- 
ministering tho laws. 
In support of 


this, reference was made to the part 
whioh the citizen look ia making and 
administering law and justice uilh the 
Oriental tribes, Grecians, Bomans, Ger- 
manic tribes and Ansjlo Saxons, and 
tho effect of negligence and indiffer- 
ence on the part of tne citizens. 


It was further thown that the great 


principles of political liberty lying at 
tho foundation of our government and 
essential to freo government are de- 
lived from the common law and were 
brought to this country by tho English 
colonists as tueir native rights and 
privileges under the English common 
law, and \\ere claimed by the colonists 
as their legal tights under the common 
law. 
That, notwithstanding we may 


differ in interests and thoughts from 
England in many things, we are in- 
debted to her for the essential princi- 
ples of law which have made it possible 
to establish and preserve our free in- 
stitutions 


It was pointed out that the dangers 


to free institutions were always with 
us and that our only safety lies in 
earnest, honest individual effort, a 
healthy, public sentiment and active 
effort hy tho intelligent und well- 
minded in public affairs,
